The noose 
was then adjusted and the rope was 
cut. 
His neck was not broken and it 
was sixteen minutes afterwards before 
life was extinct. 
Death resulted from 
strangulation. 
The body was

hanging six minutes longer and was 
then lowered into the coffin and a 
formal inquest was held. 
It was then 
removed to the undertaker's, from 
whence the funeral will take place to- 
morrow. 
A large crowd assembled 
outside the tomb« and witnessed the 
removal of the body.

Ueff Davis." This is newsto fBe dern- 
ocrats who fought to save the union, 
Down to 1872 it was thought that 
State laws providing the mode of elect- 
ing members of congress, and choosing 
presidential electors were amply suffi- 
cientfor their purpose,and so they were. 
They did not, however, give a party 
in possession of the administration 
opportunity to interfere in elections, 
under pretence of protecting voters 
that had never needed any further 
protection than the state laws had been 
able to provide. 
The pretence of pro- 
tecting voters is thus shown to be but 
a cloak to overaw them and provide for 
the party in power the means of per- 
petuating its power when it shall be 
felt that the time for it has come. As 
proof that the republicans mean mis-
